Referexice is made to reccxit coi^versatioixs between 
officers of your Embassy and olficlala of Lloyd's re^ardiixg 
Lloyd's ability and desire to make available to the TTuited States 
Ooverrxment as a whole a comprehexialve ahippliig Intel ligeixce 
service^ These coaveraatlons have been based oix the facts that 
Lloyd's is able to furaiah compreheuslve ehlprixig Intelligence 
which la of value to the TJnlted States Government and to the 
defence of the West; that the coat to Lloyd's of maintaining 
their intelligence organisation has increased to such an extent 
that thorough revision of their scale of charges has become 
necessary; and that the service which Lloyd's is prepared to 
supply cen best be malntBiiied by T.loyd'a and used by the ^xilted 
States Government if It is contracted for on an overall basis* 

During the course of the cox^versa tions referred to above 
agreement has beer; reached as follows; 

A. Lloyd's: 

1* will supply to United States Government Agencies up to 
three hundred copies weekly of Lloyd ' a Shipping Xxxdex or Voyage 
Supplement; 

2 * will supply to United States Government Agendas a renson* 
able number (the three hundred copies of Lloyd Sfaippixig Index 
mentioned In A.l. above to be used as a criterion in ieterrrtning 
whether specific requests fall within the limits of a ’'reasonable 

number 
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number"') of Lloyd ^ a Llat (dally sblpplii^ newspaper), Lloyd ^s 
Coof ideiitial Index (records of ownership), Ll-^yd^s Wee y Casualty 
Reports (record of casualties), aiid all other Lloyd’s Shipping 
Publications (these do not include the publications of Lloyd’s 
Register of Shipping, which is an entirely separate organization 
from Lloyd’s); 

3. will provide special services const Itutliig a complete 
shipping intelligence service, broadly, but not exclusively defined 
as follows: 

(a) the compilation of Information from Lloyd’s records which 
la not readily available from the Shipping Index , provided the 
Quantum of any one particular service does not Involve a permanent 
Increase in Lloyd’s staff; 

(b) answering miscellaneous inquiries by telephone or other- 
wise from United States Government Agencies; 

(c) in general supplying United States Government Agencies 
with any information based upon the world-wide shipping service and 
organization built up by Lloyd’s over a period of more than 260 
years (the attached report from Lloj^ * s Shipping Editor Illustrates 
the type of service wnich may b© requested and supplied); 

4* will make a separate arrangement with the x,©w York Maritime 
Aasoclatlom for a continuation of their distribution services to 
United States Government Agencies in the United States; 

5. will pay all surface mall charges as well as any extra costs 
of air delivery to New York for coi les of publications distributed 
by the New York Maritime Association, but no other air mail or other 
air delivery charges; 

6* will credit the United States Government with double the 
pro-rata amount of the unexplred portion (as of the d^te these 
arrangements go into effect) oi‘ e^^iCn pre-pald United St^ites Govern- 
ment subscription to any of Lloyd’s publications; 

7* will

B* The TTnited States Government: 

lo will pay to Lloyd’s through the American Bmbaasy in London 
an annual subscription of Twenty-eight Thousand Dollars ($28,000o00) 
payable quarterly on the 31st March, 30th June, 30th September and 
31st December. This subscription shall be subject to review on 
both sides annually In the light of services rendered and costa of 
production; and 

2. will arrange for the designation by the American Ambassador 
in London of the Shipping Attache or other competent officer of the 
Embassy to act as liaison with Lloyd’s for the implementation of 
these arrangement s generally, without, of course, prejudicing in 
any way the continuance or developnent of close day-to**day direct 
contact 'between Lloyd’s and the United States Naval authorities or 
other TTnited Stat-^s Government officers in London, 

It is suggested that if the above arrangements meet with 
the approval of the United States roverninent, they be put into 
effect as of the 1st April, 1953, and that the first quarterly 
payment be that due on the 30th June, 1953.
